The Cloven Foot. 

It has for aomo lime boon painfully 
evident that ultra Opposition journals 
—notably the Toronto "Mail" and the 
Ottawa "Citizen"— are less concerned 
for the Pacific Railway than for a pre- 
text to abuso and, if possible, embar- 
rass the present ^Administration. It 
was seen during last , session what n 
. broken reed tho Pacific Province 
Trould have in tho Opposition party. 
It is quite true that Dr. Tupper, who 
nppoars to bo tho recognized leader, 
did, in great swelling words, taunt the 
Government with breaking faith with 
Columbia. But, as if to show the 
hollownoss of thoso denunciations, he, 
in tho very same breath, attacked the 
Eailway policy on the ground of ex- 
cessive liberality! Tho Administra- 
tion of which ho had been a member, 
ho said, had pledged theinselvos to 
built the road without any increase of 
taxation, whoreas it was now proposed 
to materially increase taxation; and he 
declared, with well-feigned horror, 
that "to carry out tho now scheme 
would involve the country in financial 
ruin." Interpreted, tho old scheme 
was "How not to do it,"— tho now, 
"How to do it." But wo havo a yet 
more striking exhibition of tho cloven 
foot in the pretended espousal of Col- 
umbia's cause by certain Opposition 
journals. As has been seen, the new 
Eailway Act provides that 

"A line of electric telegraph shall 
he constructed in advance of the said 
Railway and branchos, along their 
whole extent respectively, as soon as 
practicable after the location of tho 
line shall have been determined up- 
on." 

The Government lost no time in ad- 
vertising for tenders for the work, and, 
as was pointed out at the time, tho 
specifications are of such a character 
&3 to show that ^something more than 
a mere telegraph line is intended. But 
how was this step met by tho30 jour- 
nals claiming to bo 'par excellence' the 
champions of the rights and tho guar- 
dians of the interests of the Pacific 
Province? They entirely and uncon- 
ditionally condemned and denounced 
it. Tho "Mail" was especially pro- 
nounced in its condemnation, contend- 
ing that it was altogether premature 
to build a trans-continental telegraph- 
that the expense of construction and 
maintenance would bo such as the 
country could not be justified in in- 
curring; and it ventured tho predic- 
tion that not a single tender would bo 
sunt in, so utterly wild was the pro- 
ject. The same paper announced a 
fortnight later that twenty-eight ten- 
ders has been sent in! Now here is 
really the first practical, earnest step 
towards carrying out tho railway 
scheme; and yet it meets with bitter 
opposition at tho hands of those loud- 
mouthed, self-constituted champions 
of Columbia's rights! Nor does it 
seem at all improbable that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie will meet with similar opposi- 
tion from the same quarter to every 
step he may take towards carrying out 
tho great obligation which ho has never 
repudiated, but which ho has endea- 
voured to reduce to a practicable form. 
Let British Columbia beware of false 
friends, who would merely use her for 
their own party purposes. Like the 
fabled "deg in tho manger," they 
would neither build the Railway them- 
selves nor let Mr. Mackenzie do it. 



Province their permanent homo or ore 
proposing so to do. Not only doos the 
employment of Chinese labor opernto un- 
justly to the white population already in 
the country, but its inevitable tendency 
unquestionably must bo to detor others 
from coming. It is not possiblo that the 
labor markets of n country which places 
Chineso or Coolis slavo labor on an equal- 
ity with 'that of its own citizens can bo 
vory attractive, This grievance is as yet 
only in tho bud. Depend upon it, if not 
nipped thero, it will attain dimensions 
that are certain soonor or lator to domand 
attention. It cannot, in tho nature of 
things, be otherwise. 



English Mail.

At n sham light at Aldorshot tho other 
day, trooper cannoned with great im- 
petuosity against tho Prince of Wales' 
horse, hurling it, with its rider, to tho 
ground. His Royal Highness was no 
sooner down than ho was up again, nono 
the worso for tho fall, savo by tho loss of 
a spur. 

London has experienced a great and 
suddon rainfall, less disastrous, but not 
unlike in character that at Pittsburg. 
Tho rain fell so thickly that, at times it 
veiled completely ono side of the street 
from the other, as if by tho down-sweep 
of a curtain. Tho lightning was misahiev- 
ous, and in a good many instances fa- 
tal.

Chinese Labor 



Ono argument urged in favor of bor- 
rowing money for public works has always 
been that it would employ labour, there- 
by benefiting tho country. Such was pro- 
bably tho strongost argument used in fu- 
vor of tho>o-caUod "Grand Trunk Road" 
loading from the mouth of tha Froser to 
Hope. But what booomes of this argu- 
ment whon it ia known that fully ono moie- 
ty of tho labour on this road is being por- 
formod by Chinoso ? Not even tho paid 
organs of tho Government will bo prepar- 
ed to assert tho wisdom of running tho 
Province in dabt in ordor to undertake 
pnblio works to afford omploymont for a 
olaaa of pooplo wIiobo prosenco can in no 
sense bo regarded ub an advantage). Wo 
wonld not he understood as reflecting 
upon the contractors for availing them- 
selves of this olass of labor. The condi- 
tions of thoir contracts imposed no re- 
strictions vi hatever as to tho kind of labor 
to bo employed, and it would bo ridicu- 
lous to suppose that thoy would not take 
Advantage of tho ohoapaut offering. It is 
at the door of the Executive that the 
blame lies. Had the principle, so strong- 
ly advocated in thoso columns and in tho 
Legislature, that Chinoso labor shall not 
bo employed upon tho public works of 
the country, boen adopted by tho Govern- 
ment it would havo boon thoir duty to 
embody it in overy contract, and thus 
wonld the advantages of tho orponditnrea 
npon public works, some of whioh havo 
little also ti recommond them, bo secur- 
ed to a class who cither have made the

The City Hall Job. 

Tho Government organ is out in de- 
fence of the Civio qmirtotto who, "loving 
darkuoss rather than light," excluded the 
public from their deliberations over tho 
City llftll job. Yesterday in an article 
bristling with misstatements it says— 

"Our readers will observe that ou tho 
5th instant no mention was made by 
eithor mover or secondor of tho resolu- 
tion for the erection of a City Hall." 

Turning to the file of our contemporary 
vro find it reports Coun. Gowon moving, 
and Coun. Drunimond seconding, a reso- 
lution to secure a site for a "Town Hall." 
Thoroforo, although it is admitted that 
thoy did move to have a Town Hall, it is 
denied that they sought to socuro a City 
Hall. Is Miis not a most ridiculous plea, 
and almost us absurd as Couu.Drummond 
trying to falsify tho minutes at tho last 
meeting of tho Civic Board on this very 
question ? It is tho old difforenco 'twixt 
twtjodloduin and tiveedledeo, again. Pur- 
thor on our contemporary says: "At 
prooout roal estate is vorylow." This is a 
fact, ltoal ostato is very low, thanks to 
the policy of tho Provincial Government; 
and becauso it is "very low" is tho rea- 
son why pooplo not in tho Ring aro anx- 
ious to know why a very high price has 
boeu paid ior the lots in disputo. This 
is tho pivot on which tho whole question 
turns. No ono objects to the City pur- 
chasing land for a Public Market; but 
nearly overyoue does object to tho acqui- 
sition of lots for a City Hall or any other 
purpose at a figure nearly double their 
true value. 



The Water Works- 



Yesterday the Mayor and Council, ac- 
companied by tho Water Commissioner, 
the Police Magistrate, the City Collector, 
the City Enginoer, the representatives of 
the Press, tho Town Clerk and the Vic- 
toria correspondent of the Toronto Mail, 
together with sevoral prominent citizens, 
proceeded to Elk Lako for tho purpose of 
inspecting the works and deciding upon 
some heavy blasting, preparatory to lay- 
ing the mains. After examining tho lake, 
ate, and partaking of Capt. Simpson's 
hospitality, the party returned to Mr. Ste- 
phens' Half-way House, where a sump- 
tuous repast was prepared, after doing 
justice to which tho usual loyal toasts 
were drunk and tho avorage amount of 
8poaahifying indulged in. The party re- 
turned to the city in tho evening. 

"Tint Weed." — The tobacco crop 
threatens to bo very light in tho United 
States, and prices are going up in antici- 
pation. In Virginia there will be less than 
half a crop; in Kontuoky not more than 
one-fourth. In consequence the grades 
t>i leaf that at the end of May ranged from 

to §5, had by tho end of June advanc- 
ed to from 87 to S8; while grades bringing 
from §7 to &8 rose to S12, in the same 
period. European, dealors have taken the 
alarm, and some largo houses deelino to 
fill orders, alleging that stocks aro abso- 
lutely withdrawn from market. 

LrxtooET Fkhbt Rope. — This coil was 
seen on Thursday last six miles beyond 
Yale in u freight waggon. It left Victoria 
ten weeks ago, and lay eight weeks 
at Yalo while tho generous, wholosouled, 
chivalrous Chief Commissioner haggled 
■with the freighters for an abatement of 
one cent per lb. on the rate asked for con- 
veying it to Lillooot. Meanwhile ferry 
communication between Lillooet and the 
other sido of tho rivor was suspended, to 
the serious pecuniary loss of the inhabi- 
tants. 



Productions of the Pacific Coast. — 
From tho lato report on the animal pro- 
ductions of the Pacific it seems that tho 
United States Territories and States aro 
but little more than gold and silver pro- 
ducing colonies of England. Within 25 
years thoso States and Territories have 
produced 81,583,644,034 in silver and in 
gold, of whiuh England has secured tho 
larger part. 

What is the Mayor Doing ? — Under 
. this heading a ratepayer desires to know 
•what Mr. Dalby has to say about tho pur- 
chase of lots at twice their valuo for a 
City Hall. Tho question is a pertinent 
ono. Tho Mayor is neither a stock nor a 
atone and ought to havo somo opinion on 
co weighty a subject. 

Let us Havb a Plebiscite. — If tho ma- 
jority of the City Council aro determined 
to oloso with tho owner of tho lots lot 
them submit it to the ratepayers for 
adoption or rejection. The City Council 
will meet to-night, uud tho proceedings 
will bo clothed with more than usual in- 
terest. 



From Alert Bat. — Threo miners, who 
had boon to Stiokeen, and stopped to tost 
the diggings at Nimpkish River, arrived 
in a cunoo from Alort Bay yesterday. 
Thoy found nothing to justify their re- 
maining. The Indians are poaceablo and 
no troublo is anticipated. 

A Sad Case. — A man who has boon 
Private Secretary to a Governor, and 
Gold Commissioner in a British Province, 
was before Justice Elliott yesterday on a 
charge of being o rogue and n vagabond. 
Ho was discharged with a caution. 

ADorTED.— Tho TigorEngino Company 
havo adopted tho plan of Mr. Tiedoman, 
O. E., for a towor in which to hang thoir 
boll. 



Hop Market.— Tho Sati Francisco Bul- 
letin of August 'M, in reviewing the Hop 
yield, says: 

Hop growors in this State aeom to bo in 
no hurry to crops at prices offered by 
buyers, preferring to talio tho chances of 
tho market latter in the season. Tho crop 
hero will be fully as largo as last year, 
and the quality will bo equally good. The 
English hop yards continue to look bad. 
A London letter of July 10th reports an 
advance of 8s to 10s. Reports from 
Otsego, Oneida and Madison Counties, 
Now York, and tho great Hop soctious of 
that State, refer diacourajjingly to the of- 
foct of heavy rains on tho crop, and seem 
to think tho yiold will be no largor than 
last year. Iu the vicinity of Roedsburg, 
Wisconsin, the crop is looking very bad. 
In spite of theso generally advorso ac- 
counts, however, wo notice that tho New 
Yorlc market wont down to Bo per pound 
during tho week ending July 3d. Tho 
receipts at Now York show a decrease of 
18 por cont. for the current season. Our 
market is at present bare of hops, and 
some small iuvoicos have beon ordered 
from the East, ono of which arrived last 
week. 

Runaway — Accident. — Last ovoning 
a young man namod Krioniler, nephew 
of Mr. Conrad Krioniler, of Esquimau 
Distriot, started to drivo a heavy lumber 
wagon through Government stroot to- 
wards his uncle's farm. When a short dis- 
tance beyond Victoria Brewery tho horses 
ran away and tho young man was pitched 
out, falling upon his head and sustaining 
several ghastly wounds on the head and 
faco. Ho was picked up. placed in an ex- 
press wagon and driven to tho residence 
of Dr. Davie, where his wounds woro ex- 
amined. Subsequently ho was taken to 
Brown's Hotel. It was impossible to as- 
certain, last evoning, whether or not tho 
wounds would prove fatal. Tho horses, 
when last seen, were flying along Saanich 
road with fragments of tho wagon at 
their heels.

A Disorderly. Mountain.— Tho Upper 
Columbia is still the scene of earthquake 
shocks. A party who had recently visited 
Lake Chelan, tolls a Walla Walla paper 
of a mountain that is continually Bending 
forth a doleful and ominous noiso; of 
cliffs shaken; of great rents and fissures 
in tho mountains; of tall piuo treos sunk 
where they grew, leaving but a short 
piece of tho top to mark tho plaeo; of 
throwing up the lake water ono and two 
hundred feet; of sulphurous odors that at 
times imprognate tho atmosphere for 
miles around; of tho death of all thei 
young Indians and tho fright of tho old 
ones. The mountain above referred to is 
doubtless, tho centre whence originated 
tho earthquake that passed over tho Ter- 
ritory and British Columbia in Decem- 
ber, 1872, and has beon in commotion 
since that time. 



The London season has beon marked 
by tho appearance of two dramatic poems 
of note, tho one by Mr. Swinburna and 
tho other by Mr. Aubrey De Vore.

The volumo of Aiuieo 
Desclee's lotters, edited by Alexander 
Dumas, is curiously looked for, but has 
not yot mado its appearance. Books of 
travel are numerous this season.

LAST NIGHTSJIISPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 
Beeolier's Statement con 
eluded- 

I have had more religious peace and 
profound insight into the wants and 
Bufferings of man wince I havo become 
acquainted with trouble and despair. 
I havo had experience in other roli- 
gions of christian lifo, and it is worth 
all the Buffering and Borrow that I havo 
had to g" through to get it. On the 
point of his relations with Woodhull, 
ho -was asked: — "Aro you clear in your 
recollection th^t you never met Wood- 
hull more than threo times." 

Answer — "I am perfectly clear. On 
ono occasion I was walking with Mr. 
Moulton in the direction of Tiltou's 
houso, when ho said Mrs. Woodhull 
was going to be thero. I at first hosi- 
tated, and he said, 'Come in and just 
see her.' I wont in aud after some 
conversation down in tho parlor, 1 
went up stairs, where she sat waiting, 
andlike a spider at the fly, she rushed 
lo me on my entrance and reached out 
both her hands with the utmost earn- 
estness saying how rejoiced sho was 
to see me. I talked with her about 5 
minutes and then went down stairs. 
She had addressed to mo a threaten- 
ing letter, saying that she would open 
all the scandal if I did not preside at 
Steinway Hall, and in reply Moulton 
advised that instead of answering her 
letter I should see her and say, with- 
out witnesses, what I had to say. I 
did; sho brought with her her great 
subject. It was in type, and my poli- 
cy was to let her talk, and say little, 
which I did, and sho went on saying, 
'You know you believe so-and-so.' 
I said nothing, and so on from point 
to point until I said at last, Mrs. Wood- 
hull, I do not understand your views. 
I have never read them thoroughly; as 
far as I understand them I do uotbo- 
lieve them, and though I am in favor of 
free discussion yet presiding at meot- 
ings is a thing 1 seldom do for any- 
body, and I shall not do it for you, 
because I am not in sympathy with 
your movement." 

Question— In the statement which 
you havo made, ami in lotters you have 
published, you express great agitation, 
Borrow, and suffering, even to anguish. 
How do you reconcile that with tho 
tone of your public ministrations, with 
declarations of pence and trust, which 
have fallen from tiino to time in the 
lecture-room ? 

Answer— I explain this precise- 
ly in the same way as I do the words 
of Paul, who said that he defied death 
daily; that he was the offscouring of 
the earth, having care of the church, 
and yot all his burden on his mind.

I dcter- 
miuedjiot to flinch and sit down; 1 
would stand up, anil I did not care 
how much tho Ijord piled on mo and 
believed Ho would not put on me more 
than 1 could bear.

— Tho Spanish 
republic has been recognized by Bel- 
gium. 

Madrid, August 15. — A dispatch to 
the War-office from General Morionez 
reports that tho Carlists lost seven 
hundred men in the engagement at 
Oleisa. 

London, Aug. 15.— -A special dis- 
patch to the "Times," from tho south 
of Spain, states that Marshal Zabella, 
with 21,000 men and 7|guns, left Mir- 
anda on Thursday with command for 
the relief of Vittoria, which is very 
closely besieged by Insurgents. The 
Carlists oppose this march at intrench- 
ed positions. At Puoblo, Gon. Mar- 
ionoz awaits the result of Zabella's 
movement, when tho unitod attack 
will be made upon tho Carlists at Es- 
tella. 



An American "Sold." — One of the 
smartest tricks I ever knew was taught 
me the other day by a Londoner. "Is 
it a secret?" I inquired, "It is," he re- 
plied; "but I don't mind telling you. 
Four yeais ago I came over from New 
York to superintend the English busi- 
ness of the linn I belonged to. As my 
residence was likely to be a long ono, 
I looked out for a house within a con- 
venient distance of London; for I am 
a family man, and like my children to 
have tlio run of the fields when I can 
manage it. I hato to see them dressed 
up finejaud what'soueof those squares 
to play in? Well, I got just tho thing 
to suit me — nice garden, farms all 
round, half an hour's railway ride 
from my office. Tho rent was stiff for 
a yearly modatiou, which was but so-so 
— two hundred for a yearly tenancy, 
erne hundred and fifty if I took a aeven- 
year lease. I reckoned that I should 
want it for a good ten years, so I de- 
cided for the lease, especially 
as tho agent told me I should 
bo sure to underlet it if I want- 
ed to. When I got to know my neigh- 
bours, and compared notes, I found 
that I was paying at a much higher 
rate than any of them were. How- 
ever, that did not vex me, so long as 
I could live there. But aftor two 
years, certain changes took place which 
"made it necessary that I should go 
live at Liverpool. So I had to move 
again, and tried to underlet my house, 
I could not do it for Home time, be- 
cause 1 stood out for tho rent I paid 
myself; but at last I grow tired of tho 
dead loss, and told tho agent to got 
the best he could. So ho let the place 
for ninety, and that has been going 
on for four years, so that tho lease is 
nearly up. But I never know till last 
week who my tenant was. Who do 
you think?''

I have beon 
paying the ouss sixty pounds ft year 
for living in his own houso nil this 
time!

We presume that by this timo Mr. 
Walkem, tho envoy of British Colum- 
bia, is at the "foot of the Throne" in 
London, and has duly presented the 
portentous document which constitutes 
the protest of tho political faction at 
present governing tho Pacific Province 
against tho courso pursued by tho 
Dominion in roforonco to the Canada 
Pacific Railway, and wo shall proba- 
bly soon hear of the result of the ap- 
peal made with so much blustering 
and bravado. It cannot bo anticipat- 
ed that Mr. Walkem's mission, which 
cannot be regarded by impartial per- 
sons in any other light than that of 
frivolity and childishness, will meet 
with any serious reception at tho hands 
of tho Imperial Government, and wo 
are amazed that a person of even Mr. 
Walkem's mediocre abilities^ should 
have vontured to place himself 
in such a humiliating and akward 
position he cannot but occupy 
in London. While Mr. Walkem 
has been protesting, humbug- 
ging, and making every possiblo 
offort to turn tho Pacific Railway to his 
own political account, tho Government 
of the Dominion are accumulating evi- 
dences of their determination to pro- 
ceed with tho construction of the road 
with all reasonable dispatch, and every 
succeeding week only places the pro- 
test of Mr. Walkem's Government, if 
possible, in a still more ridiculous at- 
titude. It is a subject of conjecture 
what course the Imperial Government 
may adopt towards the complaining 
Promior. Doubtless thoy will let the 
little [gentleman down as easily 
as possiblo, in order to sear 
tho wounds which his self-os- 
teom have already received; but 
tho effect must bo a declaration by the 
Colonial Minister that tho preamble of 
his petition is "not proven," and the 
only result a recommendation to go 
homo and be a better boy in future. It 
is more than likely that before Mr.

The Coat of Living. 

Valuable statistics in regard to the 
comparative cost of living in America 
and Europe aro given iu tho last Massa- 
chusetts Labor Report: 

"One dollar will buy twenty pounds of 
flour in Jloston, ono or two pounds more 
in several European soaports, but tho 
eamo aro considerably less in a majority 
of tho places compared. In Boston one 
dollar will buy 5 5-6' pounds of frosh boef, 
roasting pieces. In no place in England 
will it Imy so much by a pound or more, 
and in Europe still less, Ooponhagon be- 
ing tho only placo given whoro it will buy 
moro. Butter in Europe averages a pound 
moio to the dollar than horo, choose less 
by moro than that, except in a fow spots. 
As for potatoes they are cheaper here 
than in England, and doaror than in Ire- 
land or Germany. Seven or eight pounds 
of pink for a dollar are sold hero, and not ■ 
much over half aR much can bo obtained 
for that sum in England or Europe, and 
nowhore as much. In rice, milk and eggs 
thoy have tho advantage of us. Tea costs 
loss horo than in England, but moro than 
on tho continent. With coffoo it is about 
tho samo, though tho difference is little. 
In sugar the British aro a little bettor off, 
the continentals a good deal worse. Coal 
is cheaper horo than in Germany, and 
dearer than in England. Merrimao or 
prints aro cheaper here than anywhere in 
England or Europe. Boots are about tho 
same hero as there, gonorally speaking. 
There me hut two or three places in Eng- 
land or tho continent whoro brown sheet- 
ings aro cheaper than hero, while in brown 
shirtings tho foreigners are better off. 
ltont, fur four-roomed tenements, is from 
two to four times cheaper than in Great 
Britain aud on the continont than in Bos- 
ton ; Austria fifteen times cheaper. Board 
also from once and a half to twioo M 
cheap in Europe and Great Britain as in 
Boston
